Text: Luke 10:42, “But one thing is 
needful: and Mary hath chosen that 
good part, which shall not be taken 
away from her.” 

Some weeks ago, on Sunday morn- 
ing, I felt deeply impressed to speak 
from this portion of scripture to the 
little flock my husband and I are try- 
ing to serve. It seemed to be a bless- 
ing to them, and since then I have 
felt that the Lord would have me pass 
it on to you, so I am writing this hop- 
ing it will prove helpful. 

The main thought I wish you to 
keep in mind as you read this is the 
first and second clauses of our text— 
“But one thing is needful: and Mary 
hath chosen that good part.” Now that 
good part was the words of Jesus and 
taking heed to them, and that is what 
you and I should do today—to take 
heed to the words of Jesus or the 
Word of God. 

it seemed that Jesus loved to visit 
the home of Mary and Martha whose 
brother’s name was Lazarus, and He 
evidently visited them often. They, too, 
loved Him and did truly enjoy His 
visits. But let’s notice the difference 
in the actions of the two sisters while 
Jesus was visiting them, and may I say 
here, we as children of God love Jesus 
but there is a difference in our actions 
toward Him. 

Let us first notice the actions of 
Martha. She, no doubt, was glad to 
have Jesus, but her main thought was 
of the material things. She was cum- 
bered with much serving. She had 
spent much time in tidying up the 
house, polishing and shining the ves- 
sels, from which she expected to serve 
Jesus, and was now very anxious about 
the preparation of the meal. Seem- 


@prely she was very hurt because Jesus 
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did not bid her sister, who was sitting 
at His feet listening attentively to 
what He had to say, help her. Let’s 
notice Jesus’ answer. “Martha, Mar- 
tha, thou art careful and troubled 
about many things, but Mary hath 
chosen that good part, which shall not 
be taken away from her.” In other 
words, He meant that Martha was 
careful and troubled about things that 
were perishable, but Mary had chosen 
that spiritual food or part that would 
do her good in her dying hour. 


Yes, we love Jesus, but some of us 
will stay home on Sunday mornings 
cumbered with many things rather 
than go to church and listen to that 
message the faithful pastor has sought 
of God, that our souls might be blessed 
and encouraged. Yes, you are like 
Martha, you are careful and troubled 
about many things, but what about 
the good part you have left off? Per- 
haps you will say, “When I am ex- 
pecting the pastor and his family, the 
evangelist or some special guest for 
dinner I must have things in perfect 
order and a tasty meal prepared.” Be- 
ing a woman, I know most of us would 
like to have it that way, but, my dear 
sisters, after we have done this what 
will it profit us, if we have neglected 
that good part, food for our souls? I’m 
sure your pastor would rather have 
your presence at church and see the 
glory of God on your face as you take 
in “that good part,” “the Word of God,” 
than to have roast turkey with all the 
trimmings and see your place vacant. 
Glory to God, I am thinking now of 
some of those good Sunday morning 
services that our souls feast upon, 
that far surpass roast turkey. Many 
times after one of these services I’ve 
felt so fully satisfied that natural food 
had little attraction for me. I am sure 
some of you have had the same ex- 
perience. Praise the Lord, there is a 
good feeling in my soul. Why, then, 
will we let the devil cumber us with 
so many things or cares of this life 
that we will leave off that good part? 


One Sunday afternoon we visited a 
sister who was not present at the 
morning service, though her husband 
and children were. Without anything 
being said about her absence of the 
morning, she began to relate her ex- 
perience of the morning. These were 
her words. “I stayed home this morn- 
ing intending to prepare a nice din- 
ner. I told my husband he might 
bring you folk home for dinner. After 
they left I began my cooking. The 
stove just wouldn’t cook well at all. I 


worried and worried with it until I 
was completely outdone, then other 
things began to go wrong. Finally, the 
dinner was prepared, but it was far 
from what I had hoped it would be. I 
thought while I was having this try- 
ing time, of a sermon my former pas- 
tor preached once when he was 
preaching on ‘Excuses.’ He said, ‘A 
man who had rather fool with a yoke 
of oxen (you remember the man who 
offered that excuse) than go to a fine 
supper, was indeed foolish.’ Then to 
think I had chosen to stay home and 
worry with that old stove than to go 
to church!” Well, this was the way 
Jesus had of rebuking her as He did 
Martha. Yes, she was cumbered with 
many things, but had neglected that 
good part, the needful part that will 
not be taken away from us, no not 
even in death. Glory to God, we had 
better be choosing that good part, 
Jesus is soon coming. 

We may be ever so careful and 
troubled with material things, but in 
our dying hour this will be taken away 
from us, and will not profit us any- 
thing. But if we choose that good part, 
the Word of God and obedience to it, 
it will not be taken away from us, but 
will do us good when we have gone the 
last mile of the way. And, as Jesus 
told Martha, that is the one thing that 
is needful. 

Now this is not the only thing you 
can be cumbered with. The devil will 
see that you have much to be cum- 
bered with, if you will only give him 
the chance to heap it upon you. Any- 
thing you let keep you, man or woman, 
from obeying the Word is a cum- 
brance. The devil will do all he can to 
keep you from hearing the Word of 
God, to say nothing of obeying it. Re- 
member Mary sat at Jesus’ feet hear- 
ing His words. 

If you don’t let something keep you 
from service, he will try to cumber your 
mind while you are there, maybe 
while the minister of God is doing his 
best to impart the Word to you, after 
much prayer and meditation. The 
devil is doing his best to cumber your 
mind so you won’t receive it, that good 
part. Many times he succeeds. He 
cumbers your mind with chaff and 
you wake up to the fact some time in 
service and find your mind has been 
many miles away and you cannot re- 
member just what the man of God 
has said. I heard one sister say she 
made a dress in her mind while the 
preacher was preaching. Have you

Erasing the Jews 

ZURICH (JTA). — One thousand 
Jews will be executed in Hungary 
every time Allied bombers raid Bud- 
apest, the Algiers radio reported this 
week quoting the Hungarian Govern- 
ment newspaper Uj Magyarsag. 

Meanwhile, Hungarian newspapers 
reaching here report that Jews mov- 
ing from their homes in Budapest in- 
to the ghetto have been ordered not 
to move their stoves, electrical fix- 
tures, blackout implements and air- 
raid shelter equipment. They must 
also submit to the authorities their 
property held in storage. 

The same papers state 50,000 radios 
have been confiscated from Jews in 
Budapest and an additional 65,000 from 
Jews in provincial cities. Many of 
these sets are powerful enough to pick 
up broadcasts from London, Moscow, 
and even New York, the pro-Nazi 
Hungarian papers state. Jews who in- 
tentionally damaged their radios be- 
fore delivering them to the authori- 
ties have been ordered to repair them 
at their own expense, in addition to 
receiving other punishment, the news-

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HOW 1 CAME TO KNOW CHRIST

I was born in Spartanburg County, 
S. C., on July 23, 1911. My mother was 
a Christian as far back as I can 
remember. I was reared in a certain 
church and they taught us that holi- 
ness was trash and all they were good 
for was to run off with other men’s 
wives. I joined the church when I was 
eight years of age. I did not know 
what I was doing. Mother and father 
had made arrangements for my sister, 
who is two years older than I, to join 
the church that day. When the 
preacher called her up to be sprinkled 
I went up, too. The preacher asked my 
parents if they wanted me to join 
and they gave their consent. I reckon 
I kept the teachings for I was count- 
ed a good member of the church. I 
always had a desire to live right, but 
I wasn’t led the right way. Mother 
raised me the best she knew how, but 
that was not enough for me. She al- 
ways told me not to use tobacco, while 
she used snuff. All the time that I 
belonged to this church I did not claim 
any salvation at all, and knew that if 
I died I would go to hell, yet I was 
considered a good member. This went 
on until I was about grown. Then my 
oldest sister “disgraced” the family 
by joining a holiness church, The 
Church of God. I will pause here to 
tell you how she was led of God into 
the Church. 

She has a feebleminded girl. They 
had been going to the Church of God 
to see a “free show,” as she called it. 
It tickled her to see them shout and 
dance. One Sunday night they de- 
cided to go to the church to which 
my sister belonged. When they started 
in the direction of that church, her 
feebleminded girl went to screaming 
and would not go any farther. They 
thought she was sick and went back 
and gave her some oil. The next Sun- 
day night the same thing happened. 
Her oldest girl said, “Mamma, I be- 
lieve she wants to go to the Church 
of God.” My sister said that she 
thought she would see if that was the 
trouble, so they turned in the direction 
of the Church of God and she quit cry- 
ing and was all right. My sister saw 
then that holiness was right, and ac- 
cepted it. She would talk to me about 
my way of living and the way of holi- 


@ness. I would tell her if holiness was 
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right our preacher would preach it. 
When God found me I was a holiness 
fighter. 

We moved to Greenwood, S. C., and 
there was a Church of God close by. 
We started to attending it as I loved 
to hear them sing and preach... But 
when they would make the altar call 
I would go out the door and my wife 
would go with me. One afternoon we 
got a telephone call that my sister 
was real sick and they wanted my 
mother to come at once. When we got 
there she was almost out of her head. 
She knew Mother, but did not even 
realize that I was there. About eleven 
o’clock that night the holiness peo- 
ple came to pray for her healing. When 
they got through praying she was able 
to sit up with us. Mother said that if 
God could heal my sister in that man- 
ner He could give her a deeper exper- 
ience with Him. She quit her snuff 
that night and the next time we went 
to church she went to the altar. After 
she received the Holy Ghost she joined 
the Church. Later Dad got saved, 
sanctified, and received the Holy 
Ghost and joined the Church. My 
youngest brother soon joined. Mother 
told me one day that she was praying 
for me to get saved and be a preacher. 
I told her that I might be a preacher 
some day, but I would not be a holi- 
ness preacher. Later on my wife got 
Salvation and joined the Church, but 
before then she made the remark that 
it was all right to have religion, but 
there was no use to act a fool over it. 
I wanted to get saved, but could not 
give up my smoking and said that it 
was no harm to smoke. But, dear 
friends, it is the no-harm sins that 
damn your soul in hell. I tried several 
times to quit smoking, but could not. 
When I would go a few hours without 
smoking I would go wild and curse 
anything around me. 

On August 22, 1935, there was a tent 
meeting opened up with Sister Mar- 
garet Jacobs in charge. On the follow- 
ing Sunday night I went to the altar 
and got saved from my sins, not in 
them, but from them. Praise God. I 
will never forget that night. It was 
August 25, 1935. When I got home I 
laid my tobacco aside. The next night 
I went to the altar again. You may 
wonder what I was doing in the altar 


after I was already saved. Well, dear- 
ly beloved, I had read in 1 Thess. 4:3 
that it is the will of God to be sancti- 
fied, and I was determined to do the 
will of God and get that blessing at 
all cost. I failed to get sanctified that 
night and went home all discouraged 
and listened to the devil too much 
and to God too little. I got my tobacco 
down and told my wife I was going to 
smoke a cigarette if I woke up in hell 
before morning. She began crying and 
I told her to hush, that I was going 
back to the altar the next night and I 
intended to defeat the devil. I smoked 
all the following day. True to my 
word, I went back to the tent and be- 
fore the service started, I said, “Lord, 
I want to be free from the tobacco 
habit. I know that you can help me. I 
am sorry that I smoked today and I 
want you to forgive me. I want all you 
have in store for me.” Something told 
me to throw my tobacco away so I 
threw it under the edge of the tent. 
When the altar call was made I was 
the first one in it. The Lord sanctified 
me that night and I was the happiest 
boy in the world, and praise God I 
haven’t wanted a cigarette since then 
and that was August 27, i935. Tle fol- 
lowing Thursday night I was seeking 
the Holy Ghost and gave up and was 
just sitting there. Sister Jacobs came 
and asked me if I had received the 
Blessing and I told her I had not. She 
said, “Brother, did the Lord say seek 
till you get tired or till you get the 
Blessing?” I got back down at the al- 
tar. When I got up from that altar 
that night it was 12:30 a. m., but 
there was dwelling in my body the 
sweet Holy Ghost from heaven. Some 
say that this is of the devil, but let 
me tell you that I served the devil a 
long time and he never gave me the 
sweet feeling that was running 
through my being that night. That 
was August 29, 1935. So I joined the 
Church of God on September 1, 1935, 
and am not ashamed of it, but I am 
proud of it. 


A little later God called me to 
preach the gospel to a lost and dying 
world that is on the road to hell at a 
breakneck speed. I was staying with 
my father-in-law that year. God laid 
it on my heart to start prayer meet- 
ings in that place. I refused for a 
while with the excuse that I couldn’t 
preach. One Sunday afternoon I 
couldn’t rest anywhere. I was sitting 
around talking with the rest of them

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Che Sin of Pre-eminence 








“I wrote unto the church: but Di- 
otrephes, who loveth to have the pre- 
eminence among them, receiveth us 
not. Wherefore, if I come, I will re- 
member his deeds which he doeth, 
prating against us with malicious 
words: and not content therewith, 
neither doth he himself receive the 
brethren, and forbiddeth them that 
would, and casteth them out of the 
church,” 3 John 9, 10. 


As you know, the word “pre-emi- 
nence” means “first place.” A view of 
certain scriptural accounts will prove 
how much mischief the pride and am- 
bition of one man may be the occa- 
sion of. We have here in this apostolic 
church a certain Diotrephes who loved 
to be the “big church boss,” and, to 
carry his designs, was willing to sac- 
rifice the spirituality of the whole 
church. The sin of pre-eminence has 
been- the hurt of the church, the 
greatest hurt, all through the ages. It 
will continue to be until Jesus comes 
and thoroughly purges His floor. 


God’s attitude toward the sin of 
pre-eminence is manifest, and may 
characterize the heart and motions of 
those church leaders from the lowest 
office to the highest. Notice the bold- 
face rebellions of those who are over- 
come by this sin. Diotrephes for the 
first example. The scripture has al- 
ready been presented. Now observe: 

It is evident that Diotrephes was 
the pastor of the church to which 
John wrote. If he wasn’t the pastor, 
he certainly bossed the pastor, and 
this is a common condition in many 
churches. We need not try to evade 
the issue and say that this sin doesn’t 
give the Church of God trouble. It 
gave Moses the most of his trouble 
(the gainsaying of Korah, E.G.), it 
is manifest in the apostolic churches, 
and we often feel the goad and sting 
of it today. (I have no personal feel- 
ings.) 

Now concerning John’s letter, I 
want you to observe that he recom- 
mended to this church certain breth- 
ren. Whether he recommended these 
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brethren as those from which the 
church should select their next 
pastor, or as brethren to hold a 
meeting, is not quite clear; but re- 
gardless of that, it is quite clear that 
his letter signifies his apostolic 
authority. John was one of the twelve 
overseers ordained of Jesus Christ to 
care for the early churches. He was 
divinely authorized to recommend 
these brethren. I, as a common min- 
ister, could not legally write such a 
letter to any church, but we have 
overseers who have this right, for God 
hasn’t left His Church without disci- 
pline and government. God hasn’t left 
His Church to suffer helplessly at the 
hands of carnal Diotrepheses. 


John recommended these certain 
brethren, but Diotrephes, filled with 
pride and ambition to excel, not only 
rejected the brethren, but was bold 
enough to prat against him who had 
the oversight of the church. “I wrote 
to the church, but Diotrephes reject- 
ed the letter with the greatest ingrati- 
tude. I recommended certain brethren 
to come and (I suppose) hold you a 
meeting. Diotrephes not only rejected 
them, but goes around pratting 
against me for sending them: and he 
wasn’t satisfied with this but went 
so far as to turn that part of the 
church out who wanted them. But if 
I come (for conference) , I will remem- 
ber his deeds.” “I will remember his 
deeds” certainly means that John had 
the authority to deal with this minis- 
terial rebel. 

There are several questions as to 
why Diotrephes refused these breth- 
ren. He could have been jealous of 
them lest one of them be preferred as 
the next pastor. See how jealousy, that 
green-eyed monster that mocks the 
meat on which it feeds, will sometimes 
get into the sacred pulpit, the curse 
of God threatening notwithstanding. 
A certain thing in the text which will 
invariably manifest itself in the ways 
of a jealous preacher—he will surely 
take issue against that part of his 
church which shows interest in other 
ministers. It is a melancholy scene.

For a second example of this sin, 
and how it blocks the progress of the 
church, we refer you to the death of 
Amasa (2 Samuel 20). Let us view 
here the great army of David as a 
type of the church. The church is a 
mighty army in combatant service 
against the forces of evil; and those 
mighty battles fought by Israel of old 
are given to us for examples of the 
Spiritual battles in our day. 

Joab was chief general of David’s 
army. He held first place; but in pro- 
cess of time David saw fit to step him 
down and elevate Amasa to the posi- 
tion. They had what we call a shake- 
up in the high command and Joab got 
demoted. In our minds we now see the 
mighty army of David marching to- 
ward Gibeon in pursuit of Sheba who 
has raised a rebellion against the 
king. Amasa is chief general and Joab 
now holds a secondary position. It is a 
church scene. Tramp! Tramp! Tramp! 
The army of God marches against 
the army of Satan. The two generals 
are in front leading the army and 
great progress is being realized, until 
at length Joab looks at Amasa with 
an eye of jealousy as he remembers 
how he was stepped down and Amasa 
placed in his position. We may sup- 
pose he then said in his heart: “Yon- 
der is the one who stole my office.” 
From thence he begins to hate him, 
and designs with what way he may 
get even. It is a sad scene that such 
a grand leader should strike at him 
who had the oversight of the army, 
especially at such an unseasonable 
junction, when they were going 
against a common enemy, and were 
concerned to be unanimous. Why, such 
an ill-timed quarrel might disunify 
the whole army, smash their morale, 
and so make them an easy prey to the 
enemy. 

See here, Joab was content to sac- 
rifice the king and the kingdom to 
his personal revenge. And so it is to- 
day. The church is engaged in her 
decisive battle. No time to lose; as 
David said to Amasa, “Up, gather your 
forces in three days.” 
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Preacher, the life of the church now 
depends on how we lead the army. 
First, we must be crucified to self- 
interest; we must not seek our own; 
we must recognize those over us in 
the Lord, and those over us must be 
led by the Spirit of God. WE MUST 
BE WILLING TO TAKE A LOWER 
SEAT IF NECESSARY. And to do 
these things we must keep our eyes 
on the enemy we are fighting, and the 
eternal peace that shall follow. 

It can truly be said, That he who 
strikes at him who is over him in the 
Lord does in effect strike at God. 
When Joab struck at Amasa he did 
it in defiance to David and the com- 
mission he had given to Amasa. David 
was struck at through the side of 
Amasa, and was, in effect, told to his 
face that Joab would be general in 
spite of him. They who would have 
first place, if it takes striking at the 
pastor or the overseer, aims a death 
stroke at the spirituality of the en- 
tire church. Ambition to excel is a ter- 
rible thing, and writes upon the 
Church indelible marks of disgrace. 
When we analyze the sin in its true 
nature and results, we see, 


1. ITS SUBTILITY. It is a pre- 
meditated sin; planned beforehand, 
which aggravates it a thousandfold. 
Joab girded his coat about him (verse 
8), that it might not hang in his way; 
and girded his belt upon his coat, that 
his sword might be easy to his hand. 
It is implied that he put his sword in 
a sheath too large, that whenever he 
pleased, it might, upon a little shake, 
fall out, as if by accident, that he 
might take it up without suspect. 
Amasa observed the sword in a sheath 
too big for it, and we may suppose 
that he saw it fall out, but thought 
it an accident. See, in all of this Joab 
covered his evil designs. Joab lifted 
his sword (a short dagger) from the 
ground as if he designed to return it 
into his scabbard, when all the time 
he planned to sheathe it into the 
heart of Amasa. Now, what do we 
see? Here is an example of one who 
aims at killing his brother’s influ- 
ence in order to satisfy his thirst for 
position. When the tongue, like Joab’s 
sword, is sheathed in a scabbard too 
large for it, it becomes a dangerous 
weapon. Those, like Diotrephes and 
Joab, love to sheathe their tongue- 
sword loosely. Then we see, 

2. IT IS A TREACHEROUS SIN. 
Lifting the fallen sword from the

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Rebuilding the Family Altar

Many saints have stated that they 
are becoming conscious that, as the 
years slip by, the spiritual life of our 
congregations is not developing satis- 
factorily. As the old saints are passing 
on and the younger generation is tak- 
ing over, there is a lack of old-time, 
positive faith and power. What is the 
cause of this declining? It is easy to 
answer, “Oh, it is just the spirit of the 
age.” I believe this excuse comes from 
Satan’s subtle propaganda which has 
found ready ears among ministry and 
laity alike. And so, consequently, many 
are resigned to the worst. 

Churches are made up of families. 
Families are made up of individuals. 
The big question is, who molds the 
character of the individuals who will 
eventually make up the congregations 
in our churches? It is not the next 
door neighbor; it is not the teacher or 
the preacher. They may have some 
influence, but the individual’s charac- 
ter is formed in the home by his 
father and mother. The lack of today 
is caused by the neglect in our homes. 
The neglect in our homes today will 
be responsible for our lack of tomor- 
row. The question arises, Will our 
churches be spiritual and bring forth 
fruit, be fat and nourishing, after we 
are gone; or will they wallow in the 
mire of modernism? It all depends on 
how our Pentecostal children are 
reared in our homes at this time. In- 
stead of the situation improving, I 
fear it is getting worse. In this hour 
of temptation and strain, when the 
peace and joy and inward assurance 
that comes with constant devotion is 
indispensable to living a victorious 
life, it is truly grievous to see that 
many are too busy and preoccupied 
to “fool with the trivial hour of 
prayer.” If your home is included in 
this large number, take heed! 


There were nineteen children in the 
Wesley family, but they never knew 
a day that they were too busy for 
the family altar. Such blessedness was 
manifest in those seasons of Bible 
reading and prayer that sometimes as 
many as a hundred neighbors would 
throng the rooms of the humble home, 
to bow with the Wesleys before God’s 
throne. Were those hours wasted? No, 
they were the foundation for all the 
blessedness of the great world-wide 
revival that came with the Wesleys. 


Daniel had the habit of prayer. 
Nothing could keep him from it. 
What is keeping the so-called Chris- 
tian from praying today? Living so 
close to the world it is uncomfortable. 
Daniel, the great ‘man of God, with 
many nobles competing for his favor, 
at sunrise, noon, and night prayed 
unto God. In view of that consistent 
prayer life, can we wonder at Daniel’s 
triumph when facing the jions? Do we 
covet his serenity in that testing 
hour? If so, then let us follow his ex- 
ample in his habit of prayer. The tri- 
umphs of Daniel’s life were not acci- 
dents, neither will ours be! Having 
had a fine training at home, he was 
prepared for any eventuality. We have 
only to turn to the Book to find that 
he “purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself” (Dan. 1:8) 
and he did not. We may be assured 
that the discipline of his prayer life 
was a great reward to the old folks 
back home, who instilled into him in 
his youth the principles of godliness. 

How will your young folk meet the 
crowd in the army, in the war plant, 
on the streets? How will they conduct 
God’s work when the reins are 
thrown to them? Parents, the family 
altar in your home may be a bigger 
factor in the answering of these ques- 
tions than we realize! 

These are perilous times. There is 
a universal tendency to neglect prayer 
because so many interests push into 
our lives. If we neglect to give time 
for prayer and worship and have a 
family altar, we shall not fail to suf- 
fer spiritual loss now and, oh, how 
our churches will suffer in the fu- 
ture. There will be no faith for heal- 
ing, no hunger for the Holy Ghost, no 
conviction of sin, no thrilling antici- 
pation of Christ’s return in glory. 
Shall we not catch the vision for the 
future and, regardless of conditions, 
rebuild in our hearts and homes the 
old-fashioned altar of prayer? 





The highest point of efficiency one 
can reach in the kingdom of God is to 
learn how to be “a good and faith- 
ful servant.”

Another young man, a fine pros- 
pective Christian young man, in his 
late teens, said, as our conversation 
drifted to the subject of Noah and 
his building the ark, “I have not 
heard about that.” Upon further 
speaking on the subject, he ex- 
claimed, “Oh yes, it seems that I have 
heard something about that, but I 
cannot recall the details.” 

From these two incidents, the read- 
er can readily gather that Cuba needs 
the.

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Edgewood Grove Camp Meeting Has 
Mortgage-Burning Service 

One of the largest throngs of spec- 
tators that ever gathered at a Church 
f God meeting in the State of Penn- 

lvania were present Sunday eve- 
ning, July 23, the closing service at 
Edgewood Grove camp meeting at 
Somerset, Pa. Right in the very midst 
of an enthusiastic song service, the 
presiding bishop of the meeting, Rev. 
J. Stewart Brinsfield, overseer of the 
State of Pennsylvania, opened the 
mortgage-burning service. The young 
overseer gallantly arose and stepped 
to the microphone, every inch of his 


on frame burning with a zeal 


and desire to win men for Christ. Im- 
mediately he began reminding the 
people, turning their minds back to 
the first Church of God meetings that 
were held in Pennsylvania, stating 
that many ministers of the great 
Church of God blazed their way from 
one state to another, and eventually 
were led into the great Keystone 
State of Pennsylvania, a place where 
many obstacles were encountered. For 
a while it looked as though this state 
would close its doors against the 
Church of God, but after much prayer 
and supplication on the part of these 
pioneers, some have already entered 
the Church Triumph, while others are 
still carrying on. Folks began to re- 
spond here and there. Churches be- 
gan to be set in order, and, finally, 
the overseer and the few ministers in 
Pennsylvania caught the vision and 
the need for a campground site. Right 
in the midst of their wandering state 
someone suggested this spot, which is 
now known as the Edgewood Grove 
Campground. Those were very slow 
days, but the vision of the men was 
great and large. Every overseer that 
ever came to the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and every minister that ever 
labored in the State, have all contrib- 
uted in making Edgewood Grove the 
most beautiful camp in the Church of 
God. . 


When Brother Brinsfield came to 
the State of Pennsylvania, he found 
much work to be done—the great debt 
on the camp had to be liquidated, im- 
provements had been made up to this 
time, but greater improvements were 
now needed, the many churches of 
Pennsylvania needed the attention of 
the overseer, new churches were being 
organized, the work was growing by 
leaps and bounds, money had to be 

@ised for the local churches, for the 
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camp meeting and for the mission 
cause. Immediately he went to work; 
the untiring efforts were beginning to 
be noticed as he travelled across the 
state time and time again, visiting the 
churches and encouraging the growth. 
While the hungry throng of spectators 
watched him as he gave a report of 
the Church of God camp up until 
that moment, hundreds and hundreds 
of folks were literally crying as they 
were reminded of the hardships and 
debts of the days gone by; but in the 
midst of aching hearts, Brother 
Brinsfield, holding in his left hand a 
duplicate sheet of the mortgage that 
now was cancelled and paid, and in 
his right hand a match which he 
struck, signifying to the people that 
the Church of God started with a lit- 
tle light, he cried in loud tones, telling 
them that this sheet of paper was like 
the unevangelized fields of the world 
and the match was the fire of the 
Church of God. He placed the match 
to the mortgage debt and again he 
cried out, and said, “It’s paid.” It is 
impossible to describe what happened 
here but it was something like. when 
Solomon prayed when the temple was 
dedicated and the Shekinah of the 
Lord fell and it filled the tabernacle. 
The people began shouting and danc- 
ing and they fell for the joy of the 
Lord had come down, and as the fire 
was consuming the mortgage debt, 
Brother Brinsfield said, “So shall the 
Church of God penetrate the unevan- 
gelized world with the gospel.” 


Immediately following, the Second 
Assistant General Overseer of the 
Church of God, Rev. Earl P. Paulk, a 
man whose equal is hard to find, a 
defender and champion of Christiani- 
ty, whose every sermon is anointed by 
the Spirit of God, whose passion for 
the lost is only like that of Charles G. 
Finney, burned the second duplicate 
of the mortgage, and a second bless- 
ing fell. While the paper was being 
consumed by the quickening blaze of 
the fire, up stepped another young 
man who burned the third mortgage 
duplicate—this young man who had 


‘travelled up and down the State of 


Pennsylvania for years, working under 
several overseers, giving his highest 
support to the Church of God, who is 
known as the “Homer Rodeheaver” of 
the Church of God because of his 
trombone that is always with him in 
all kinds of weather as he travels from 
church to church in the State of 
Pennsylvania as Sunday School and 


state superintendent of the Y.P.E., 
Rev. D. N. Lykens.

ground with all seeming friendship, 
Joab takes hold of Amasa’s beard to 
greet him with a holy kiss, enquires 
of his health, “Art thou in health, my 
brother?” and with the other hand 
thrust the dagger under his fifth rib. 
The sin of pre-eminence exalts it- 
self as our friend to our face, and 
strikes a dagger into our hearts at 
our back. There has been many a kiss 
designed to cover an evil motive. 

Moreover, 

3. IT IS AN IMPUDENT SIN. Joab 
killed Amasa at the very head of his 
troops, in the sight of all the soldiers, 
as one that was neither ashamed nor 


afraid. Those who love to have first 
place are not afraid to speak evil of 
dignities (2 Peter 2:10), and they will 
speak against them right among the 
army of God, that is, right in Church. 
Then we see, 

4. HOW IT AFFECTED THE BAT- 
TLE. When Amasa was daggered, he 
fell down in the road in front of the 
army, and wallowed in his blood. The 
Bible says, “And all the army stood 
still.” Two laymen may fight each 
other and cause a great deal of trou- 
ble, but they can never block the 
progress of the entire Church; but 
just let two leaders, who have the re- 
sponsibility of guiding the Church, 
begin to quarrel, and watch the whole 
Church stand still. In the army many 
common soldiers fight each other, and 
yet the battle goes on according to 
plan; but when the high leaders be- 
come disunified, you may expect de- 
feat. 

No one can doubt but that the 
great progress of our Church is 
ascribed to the unity of our leaders. 
This has attracted the mind of more 
people than any other quality. Let us 
as ministers and overseers realize then 
that if we lose this good quality we 
are bound to lose our power with God 
and our influence with man.
